Russians Advance | 
45 Miles in New 
Yugoslav Invasions 


LONDON, Oct. 3.—(UP)—Rus- 
sian troops advancing 45 miles in 
new invasions of Yugoslavia, 
have captured Petrovgrad, 37 
miles due north of Belgrade, to 
outflank the capital city and 
split the German defenders of 
Yugoslavia and Hungary, Mos- 
cow revealed tonight. 


Northeast of Belgrade, other 
troops smashed to within 34 miles 
of the capital by capturing Uljma. 

While Russian troops south of 
the Danube river scored new 
gains in a drive to envelop Bel- 
grade from the south and seize 
the important city of Nis, the Red 
army invaded Yugoslavia in two 
new areas north of the river, 
striking across the Romanian bor- 
der on a broad front. 


SURPRISE BLOWS 


The surprise Soviet blows 
gravely imperiled the German 
garrison defending Belgrade and 
brought Russian forces within 35 
miles of Marshal Tito’s Yugoslav 
liberation army battling in the 
streets of Pancevo, 11 miles north- 
east of the capital. 


Striking southwest from the 
Romanian city of Timisoara, 
where they were last reported, 
the Russians drove 19 miles in- 
side Yugoslavia to capture Pe- 
trovgrad, a large rail junction on 
one of the three railroad escape 
routes for Nazi forces in the 
capital. 

At Petrovgrad, they were 50 
miles south of the Hungarian bor- 
der and only 15 miles from the 
twisting Danube, where Soviet 
artillery on the north bank could 
to flee by river transport. 

Fifty-eight miles south of Timi- 
soara, other Russian, columns 
plunged seven miles inside Yugo- 
slavia to capture the railhead of 
Bela Crkva and drive on to séize 
the rail station of Jasenovo, 40 
miles east northeast of Belgrade. 


OTHER TOWNS TAKEN 


More than 50 other towns and 
settlements were seized in this 
area as the Russian forces drove 
westward toward Pancevo and 
Belgrade. They were 55 miles 
upstream from the Iron Gate pass, 
where other Russian columns that 
struck across the Danube from 
Turnu-Severin were advancing 
along the river’s southern bank. 
Meanwhile, as these new threats 
to Hungary developed, Russian 
troops in Hungarian-annexed Tran- 
sylvania made n*w gains, and Gen. 
Ivan Y. Petrov’s Fourth Ukrainian 
army scored new successes along 
the Czech border. 

In the Baltic states, Russian:

NAZIS FLEEING GREECE, CRETE

Germans, threatened with: entrap- 
ment by converging Red army and

Cairo also reported that the 
Germans had evacuated the 
Aegean Islands of Khios and Myti- 
lene (Lesbos) east of the Greek 
mainland, and Levkas, Kephal- 
lenia and Zakynthos along the 
west coast of Greece in the Ionian 
sea. 

British commandos already hold 
Cythera, between Crete and 
Greece, and two other unidentified 
islands. It was believed they may 
have landed on others, but Cairo 
explained that the Allied Mediter- 
ranean commander, Gen. Sir 
Henry Maitland Wilson, intended 
to blanket present operations in 
secrecy to prevent the Germans 
from learning which of the evacu- 
ated islands the Allies have seized 
to use as bases in their northward 
march. 

Cairo reported that the Germans 
were, clearing out of the Pelopon- 
nesus as fast as they can, holding 
only the northeastern bottleneck 
leading across the Corinth canal 
to the Greek mainland. Reliable 
reports reaching the Egyptian cap- 
ital suggested the Germans ulti- 
mately would block the canal 
when the Peloponnesus evacuation 
is completed, and later abandon 
Athens, scorching the earth be- 
hind them. 

On Crete most of the German 
garrison was reported to have 
hoved to the western half of the 
island, with about half the original 
garrison still on the island. 

Unofficial reports said Allied 
forces had landed\,on Crete, but 
there was no confirmation.

FDR Signs 
surplus Bill — 
Reluctantly 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—(P)— 
President Roosevelt accepted to- 
day the congressionally designed 
machinery for getting the nation 
back from a wartime to a peace- 
time basis, but declared it would 
not run satjsfactorily without fur- 
ther tinkering. 


He announced that he had sign- 
ed with reluctance the Surplus 
War Property Disposal bill and 
had also signed the bill to estab- 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—({P) 
The surplus war property dis- 
posal bill includes a provision 
raising the Commodity Credit 
Corporation’s loan rate on 1944 
cotton from 92% to 95 per cent 
of parity. 

The provision was included 
under an amendment sponsored 
by Senator Bankhead, Democrat, 
Alabama, although some legisla- 
tors protested that it was not re- 
lated to war property disposal. 

Since congress enacted the 
bill, the CCC has begun a pro- 
gram of offering to buy 1944 
cotton at parity.

Of Federal Levies

Gov. Dewey and his running 
mate, Gov. Bricker, last night pro- 
posed a reduction in federal taxes 
and a revision of fiscal policy, 
while Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
said she expected the President to 
refrain from extensive campaign- 
ing. 

Dewey asserting that the tax set- 
up needs a complete overhauling 
as a step toward successful post- 
war reconversion, promised a slash 
in individual and corporation in- 
come taxes and excise levies if the 
Republicans are elected. 

In a radio speech from Albany, 
the Republican presidential nomi- 
nee said that, with a national debt 
of 300 billion dollars after the war, 
the revenue would have to be 
large. 

“But it is stupid to suppose,” he 
added, “that we can support our 
government by levying heavy 
taxes upon a dwindling national 
income.” 

Bricker, speaking at Centralia, 
Tll., declared that a continuation 
of what he termed “New Deal fis- 
cal policy of spend, waste, borrow 
and tax” will mean “an end to rep- 
resentative government and free 
enterprise in America.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt expressed belief 
at a news conference that her hus- 
band would not do much cam- 
paigning, although she said she 
didn’t know his plans.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—()—A 
senate committee arranged today 
a series of hearings to reinforce 
its demands for postwar indus- 
trialization of the west and south 
and a ban on reconversion of gov- 
ernment-owned war plants in il 
eastern and northern states. 

The committee, investigating the 
effect of centralization of indus- 
try, has scheduled hearings in San 
Francisco November 16, 17 and 
18. Afterward, it will determine 
whether to urge immediate legis- 
lation to carry out its recommen- 
dations. 

The proposed “no reconversion” 
plan would apply to some $7,000, 
000,000 worth of government fa- 
cilities in New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, Maryland, Delaware, 
Rhode Island, Ohio, Michigan and 
Illinois. Committee attaches said 
plants would have to be consid- 
ered individually, since it might 
be advantageous to the entire na- 
tion~ to shift somg of them to 
peacetime work. 

But as a general policy, it said 
in a report “the new government- 
owned war plants and facilities in 
these 11 states must be for 
an indefinite period.” 

The would be “to se 
cure industrial gains made in oth- 
er areas during the war and sta- 
bilize the industrial population.” 

The northern and eastern states, 
the committee asserted, “got the 
cream of the war contracts” and. 
plants which would be more easily 
changed to peacetime pursuits 
than those in other regions. 

In 1939, it said, these states pro- 
‘duced 65 per cent of America’s 
manufactures. If the government 
war plants are brought into peace- 
time use, Chairman McCarran as 
serted in a document accompany- 
ing the committee report, “these 
11 states can destroy the industry 
in the rest of the country and 
reduce the west and the south to 
misery.” 

As soon as the European war 
ends, the committee proposed. war 
production of ships and planes. 
should bé moved to the western 
states to the extent consistent 
with Navy plans, while production 
of chemicals, textiles and ammu- 
nition should be transferred to 
the south.

2 Million Private 
Planes Seen 
In Next Decade 


MACON, Ga., Oct. 3.—(#)—Ten 
thousand landing facilities will be 
needed within the next 10 years to 
care for the 2,000,000 privately 
operated planes that should be fly- 
ing in the United States at that 
time, Rep. Jennings Randolph (D.- 
W. Va.) declared tonight. 

In an address to the Georgia 
Aviation Clinic, Randolph asserted 
that a $2,000,000,000 federally 
sponsored airport program should 
be inaugurated to finance con- 
struction of landing facilities, in- 
cluding airports, airparks and 
flight strips. He called airports the 
“main streets of aviation.” 

Randolph advocated that the 


federal government put up $100,-| 
000,000 a year for 10 years to'| 
match funds of states, cities and 


other political subdivisions for air- 
port building. The funds would be 
channeled through “suitable state 
airport agencies.” 

Based on population, area, num- 
ber of aircraft and _ airports, 
Georgia’s yearly share in the 
funds would be $1,826,398, Ran- 
dolph said. He has already intro- 
duced a bill providing for this 
program (H. R. 5024). 

Gov. Arnall urged the clinic to 
draw up a good aviation program 
for Georgia and promised he 
would do his best to see that “it is 
enacted into law.” 

Arnall declared he was anxious 
for Georgia to become the “out- 
standing example of how a pro- 
gressive state can foster the de- 
velopment of aviation,” and add- 
ed that such development must 
be speeded in order to help pro- 
vide jobs for returning service- 
men and ex-war workers.

The Value of Ports to the Allies 


There has been a tendency to regard 
the manner in which the German forces 
in the beleaguered French and Belgian 
ports have fought after all hope of escape 
had , gone, as foolhardy and_ senseless, 
Nothing could.be further from the truth. 


By holding on for long periods, after 
they were surrounded, to such ports as 
Brest, La Havre, Calais, Lorient and St. 
Nazaire, the Germans there contributed 
valuably to the defensive plans of the Ger- 
man command now striving to hold the 
Allied armies out of Germany proper. 


The main problem for Eisenhower and 
his staff is the problem of supply. The 
Allies have, on the western front, over- 


- whelming superiority in all categories of 
: battle, provided only they can make that 


superiority felt. 

In men the Allies outnumber the Ger- 
mans about five to one. Furthermore 
there are millions of troops the Allies hold 
in reserve, whereas the German soldiers 
now manning the Siegfried line constitute 
just about the last available man for Hitler 
to use there. 


In the air the Allies are supremely 


dominant, the only handicap here being 
weather conditions which will, for the com- 
ing winter months, probably get worse. 


It is in the materiel of battle, the mu- 
nitions and guns, the food and the myriad 
items necessary, that the Allies possess a 
weight that makes victory certain. It is in 
bringing that materiel to the battle lines 
that the Allies face their biggest problem. 


So far the only means of entry into 
northern France has been over the original 
Normandy beachheads and through the 
port of Cherbourg. Neither Brest nor 
La Havre nor Calais are yet restored from 
the German demolition work sufficiently 
to handle large volumes of war traffic. 
Weather conditions over the channel, with 
the coming of winter, will seriously curtail 
the availability of the Normandy beaches. 


It may well be that by their persistent 
refusal to surrender the ports, the sur- 
rounded garrisons have provided weeks of 
time Hitler so sorely needed. 


No, there was nothing foolish in the 
last-stand defense of the all-important 
ports.

The Sad Decline 
In Southern Arts 


A lady in Brunswick, Ga., appealed to me 

: by telegraph the other day to settle an argument 

relating to Brunswick stew. “Should the meat 

be shredded or ground?” asked Miss May Greer, via Western Union. 
The controversy was raging. 


I was pleased to answer. Any interest in southern cooking, 
especially the cooking of southern dishes, interests me. It is next 
to impossible today to obtain real barbecue, fried chicken, Bruns- 
wick stew, or even a simple thing like a pine bark stew. They are 
heavily advertised as southern, and especially rgia, dishes and 
this has been a source of sorrow to me, because our cooking arts 
have declined. The visitors to our domain come to us with their 
gastric juices flowing like spring brooks in anticipation. They can 
hardly wait. They are lured into one of our roadside dens, where 
the ghosts of murdered meats and vegetables mew in the air, and 
have a try at what is set before them. 

If it is chicken it tastes, nine times out of ten, as if fried in old 
crankcase oil. The tourist is an unsuspecting soul and if it is bar- 
becue he seeks he is pretty sure to stray into a Bar-B-Q place where 
some slattern slices off a piece of half-done pork, covers it hastily 
with a vile, hot sauce, and calls it barbecue. It isn’t. In fact, it is 
very difficult to find real barbecue. I have never once found it, 
or anything resembling it, in a place where the sign read “Ba?r-B-Q” 
or “Bar-Bee-Cue.” Of course, they do not claim to sell barbecue. 


They are selling Bar-B-Q and it is awful. 

Sad Fate As to Brunswick stew, there is a noble dish that has 
suffered as sad a fate as barbecue. Only here and 

there may’ one find it. It usually comes forth as a barely-warm, 

glutinous mess which tastes loudly of canned corn. 

I can understand why many tourists go back home and write 
that southern cooking is barbaric. Much of it is. 

Meat for Brunswick stew should be shredded, of course. The 
stew can be made in a kitchen so that it is almost as good as if made 
out-of-doers. I would eat unhesitatingly of Miss Greer’s Brunswick 
stew because I can tell from her wire that she has a soul for cooking. 


Nevertheless, Brunswick stew should be made in a large iron 
pot, or cauldron, set on rocks beneath the shade of pine trees. Part 
of the recipe for Brunswick stew is pine-scented air. Unless that 
ingredient is in the stew it is not complete. The balm of the pine- 
perfumed air gets into a stew when it is cooked with loving care 
in the open air. It must be cooked slowly and across a span of at 
least 14 hours. Twenty-four are better. It should be cooked with 
pine wood and the flames should never rage. Just as a pine bark 
stew picks up some flavor from the pine bark and cones that burn 
beneath the iron pot, so does the Brunswick stew take on from air 
and pine a delicate but necessary flavor. 

In these days of Hurry there are not enough persons who know 
how to cook such a stew. And too few of those who know how 
will take the time. The result is that a boiled hen, a few cans of 
tomatoes and corn too oftén are served up as Brunswick stew. This 
sort of stew always contains ground meat. | 

Do they think that those great pioneer artists who made the 
first Brunswick stew had neat little kitchen food choppers in their 
crude but heroic log cabins through which they ran their meat? 

The answer is, certainly not. A proper Brunswick stew, espe- 
cially one made in the open, should contain a number of good fat 
hens, pork and lamb in the proper amounts. The meat should not 
be ground. It should be shredded and a few of the bones should 
be added for flavor. This business of adding a handful of ground 
hamburger meat to a few cans of vegetables and serving it as Bruns- 
wick stew should be prohibited by law. Putting ground meat in 
Brunswick stew is evidence of decadence; a weakening of the moral 
fiber of the people; a tear in the fabric of civilization.

Any cook 
intending to practice on the public would be required to pass a 
rigid examination in frying chicken, making a chicken pie, bar- 
becuing meat and making a Brunswick stew. It would be illegal 
to cook barbecue save over a pit. A cook can do more harm to 
the physical man than a poor doctor. 

What’s wrong with that bill? . 

So, I think proper a bit of legislation which would restore the 
noble southern dishes to a proper place of honor and require of a 
cook that he be a cook, not merely a grease ball. ; 

Also, I think I will have a sleeper in the bill. It would read,

all waiters or waitresses serving same to tables shall inform the 
strangers within our gates that same shall be eaten with butter, 
or with chicken or ham gravy. And not with cream and sugar.”

Wendell Willkie says the “racial 
issue” is one of the two “key 
political questions of our time,” 
He doubtless means to say it is 
one of the two most important 
political problems. 

Whatever its relative importance 
may be, it is not wholly a political 
question but is in large part a 
social question. 

Regardless of what the diction- 
ary may say, we know from ex- 
perience that a political problem 
is one that can be solved by re- 
medial laws, while a social prob- 
lem can be solved only by public 
opinion and the public conscience. 
These definitions are not absolute, 
for a social problem may become 
a political problem when public 
opinion changes. 

Prohibition failed, but those 
who opposed it were in error 
when they explained: “You can’t 
legislate morality.” All criminal 
laws, such as those that provide 
punishment for theft, assault and 
manslaughter, were originally 
moral laws. And in such degree 
as they are effective, we do “legis- 
late morality.” Prohibition failed 
because no law can be enforced 
unless it is supported by a domi- 
nant majority of the people. Even 
a dictator must have the support 


1of public opinion—or kill all who 


oppose him. 
he race problem remains un- 


‘| solved for many reasons, not the 


least of which is that people who 
are trying to solve it ‘ave never 
agreed on what they wish to ac- 
complish. To solve a public prob- 
lem, people must know precisely 
what it is and precisely what they 
wish to do about it. Question a 
score of people who agree that 
the race problem should be solved, 
and you will scarcely find three 
who desire exactly the same solu- 
tion. 

The thing most desired by col- 
ored people is economic justice—- 
equal opportunity to work, equal 
pay for equal service, and equal 
value for their money. 

(Contrary to popular belief, the 
government found most of the “un- 
fair employment practices” in the 
north. In South Carolina, white 
and colored plasterers, bricklay- 
ers, painters and other craftsmen 
have for many years received 
equal pay. During the boom fol- 
lowing the other war, Negro brick- 
masons in small towns charged 
$15 a day while white carpenters 
on the same job got $5.) 

Economic equality is a political 
issue; social equality is a social 
issue. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said recently 
that she never had advocated so- 
cial equality. As a matter of fact, 
there is not and never has been 
social equality among white peo- 
ple or colored people or any other 
people. Money, birth, culture and 
taste divide the people of every 
race into social groups. Birds of 
a feather flock together by mutual 
attraction, and.this is a natural 
law which force cannot change. 
Before mankind can establish so- 
cial equality between races, it 
must first establish social equality 
within races, ‘

No Way To Figure 
A Win for Dewey 


WASHINGTON.—As the campaign moves 
. Into the home stretch all of the principal polls 
indicate that President Roosevelt is well out in 
front in his bid for a fourth term. 

With only about five weeks remaining before the November 
elections, it is doubtful if anything can happen from here out to 
change the situation. 

The one main thing on which the Republicans had counted to 
improve their chances—the defeat of Germany before November— 
daily becomes less remote. Most military authorities now agree 
that we can hardly look for an end of the European war in time 
for it to have any effect on the elections. It may possibly take until 
spring of 1945 to finally beat the Nazis down. 

So that, at the present writing, the only question seems to be 
the size of Mr. Roosevelt's majority. On the basis of all the avail- 
able evidence, he could easily win by a landslide, as he did four, 
eight and 12 years ago. 

On the other hand, the election might conceivably be close. But 
most fair-minded observers will agree that Gov. Dewey to win must 
perform a political miracle. 

The best appraisal of the situation as of today may be stated 
somewhat as follows: 

President Roosevelt starts out with the sure 135 electoral votes 
of the 12 southern states. In addition, he seems almost equally 
certain of carrying the three Pacific coast states of California, 
Washington and Oregon, with 39 electoral votes. 

His chances are such in the five western states of Nevada, Mon- 
tana, Utah, Arizona and New Mexico that most impartial observers 
concede him the’ 19 votes of this group. 

Missouri and Oklahoma, though more hotly contested, are be 
lieved to be sure to fall in the Roosevelt coluran with 25 electoral 
votes. As regards Missouri, Senator Truman, the President’s run- 
ning mate, gives it as his private opinion that the state will go 


Democratic by a minimum of 100,000. 

218 Votes Here, then, are a total of 218 votes which may be 
credited to the President before he reaches the popu- 

lous states of the middle west and the east. He needs only 266 

to win. 

These great midwestern and eastern states include Illinois, Mich- 
igan, Indiana, Ohio, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
and Massachusetts, not to mention such smaller commonweaiths as 
West Virginia, Maryland, Delaware, Connecticut and Rhode Island— 
in no one of which is the President written off as a possibility to 
eng Michigan and Indiana are the only two of the lot he lost 
in 1940. 

Needing only 48 votes over the total he is given in the south 
and the west, the President obviously could pick these up from so 
many different combinations of states that it seems unnecessary to 
recount them. New York or Pennsylvania with any one of the 
other larger states would be more than enough. 


Illinois .or Michigan, with any two of the other larger states 
outside of New York and Pennsylvania, would be sufficient. The 
President could lose both New York and Pennsylvania and still 
win. Dewey can hardly succeed unless he carries both. 

But the point of it is that the Roosevelt-Truman ticket might 
easily end up with every one of these states, whereas it would take 
a political earthquake to concede as much to Dewey. 

In the face of that sort of an appraisal, there is just no way to 
figure Dewey to win. ) 

His position is much the same as Wendell Willkie’s was four 
years ago. At about this same stage of the campaign Willkie was 
confronted with the necessity of winning about every state open to 
him. It ended up with Roosevelt carrying them. 

Not only the public opinion polls, but the smart money, bears 


out this favorable outlook for the fourth term. The betting odds 


continue to favor the President all the way up to three-to-one. What 
is more significant, little Dewey money is being offered. 

In New . York, for example, where the Republicans profess to 
be exceedingly hopeful, the odds are six to five on the President 
carrying the state. In California even money is being quoted on 
Roosevelt carrying the state by at least 300,000, three to one that 
California goes for him. ° 

Something could happen to change all of this before the elec- 
tion, but it is not on the horizon at this moment. All the evidence 
points the other way.

Universal Service Is Favored

PRINCETON, N. J.—National sentiment continues to run strongly 

in favor of a program for the peacetime military training of young 
men, to go into effect when this war is over. 


More than three voters out of 
every five polled from coast to 
coast by the Institute approve the 
training plan, which President 
Roosevelt in a press conference 
last month asked the public to 
“do some thinking about.” 

Many months before the Presi- 
dent asked public consideration of 
the program, Institute polls found) 
the country favoring postwar mili-| 
tary training. After Mr. Roosevelt, 
told reporters in August that he! 
thought some program of this kind | 
would be good for young men, the 
Institute began a new survey to 
see how the President’s statement 
might have affected public senti- 
ment on the matter. 


The question put to the public 


in the survey was as follows: 


“After this war is over, do you 
think every able-bodied young 
man should be required to serve 
one year in the Army or Navy?”

LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS 


What Will Revised Constitution Amount To? 


“Is the revision of the constitu- 


tion going to amount,to anything?” 


~Hardly a day passes but this ques- 


tion comes to the League of Wom- 
en Voters. 


Georgia’s Constitution has been 
called “out-of-date,” “a crazy quilt 
patch work,” “confused and con- 
tradictory,” etc., etc. For the first 
time in 67 years, Georgia was to 
have a chance to revise its con- 
stitution. Under Gov. Arnall’s 
leadership we were to prove that 
“We believe in simplified, honest 
government.” In addition to the 
members of the commission, the 
Governor was quoted as having 
planned to call in the “best minds 
in various fields when chapters 
affecting them are being consid- 
ered.” This was the original hope 
and plan. 

The commission now at work on 
this devision has completed a great 
part of its work, so it is well to 
take stock at this time of,what has 
been done and of what has not 
been done, 

The following are some of the 
changes which the coramission has 
proposed: 

(1) Certain sections have been 
shortened and clarified, while oth- 
ers, equally in need of such treat- 
ment, have been allowed to stand 
without change. 

(2) Drastic revisions have been 


made in the state and county|:: 4 : 


school systems. 


(3) Provisions for bonds have 1 


been somewhat liberalized. 
(4) State budget 


have been abolished. 

(5) Counties have been permit- 
ted to borrow money for current 
expenses until taxes are collected 
and restrictions safeguarding sink- 
ing funds have been set up. 


(6) Legislative provisions have 


prevent the passage of local legis- 
lation without the knowledge of 
the community affected. 


(7) The judicial system has been 


revised in an effort to increase 


the efficiency of the courts. 


(8) It has been made illegal for 
the Governor to veto a constitu- 
tional amendment. 


(9) The section dealing with 
public utilities, eminent domain, 
police powers and contracts has 
been somewhat modernized. 

(10) An important section regu- 
lating who ig eligible to vote in 
primaries has been eliminated. 

The commission has not yet 
solved the following problems 
which the League of Women Vot- 
ers believes to be fundamental: 


(1) Reduction of the number of 
counties. 

(2) Limited home-rule. 

(3) Statewide merit system. 

(4) Redistricting the legislature. 

(5) Elimination of the poll tax. 

(6) Jury service for women. 

(7) Continuation of the present 
constitutional boards of education, 
of regents, of pardon and parole; 
and the addition of a constitution- 
al prison board or board of cor- 
rections. 

The work of the commission has 
been limited by the commission 
itself. It has been evident: that 
many members of the commission 


wanted to make “as few changes| 


provisions a 
have been included and allocations 4 


as possible.” Only a few mem- 
bers believed that a complete job 
should be done, letting the chips 
fall where they may. Too often, 
in the course of the deliberations, 
the question has come up: “Will 
this pass the legislature?” or “will 


the political opposition make cap- 
ital out of this proposal?” 


Other states, in the course of 
revising their constitution, have 
called upon individuals within as 
well as outside of their state for 
expert advice and assistance. The 
Georgia commission has availed 
itself of little of such help. This 
Georgia method has advantages 
and disadvantages. While the re- 
vision will not. be a thorough one, 
while many of the most funda- 
mental questions facing modern 
government have been avoided or 
left unsolved, while the numerous 
amendments to the present con- 
stitution will be continued, it is 
true that the proposals which are 
finally presented will probably 
pass the legislature and be enact- 
ed into law, and, as a result, some 
immediate progress will be made. 

The League of Women Voters 
appreciates the time and efforts 
of those members who worked 
for a real revision. We are dis- 


appointed, however, that a more 
complete and thorough.job has 
not been done. By opening up 
this whole question of . constitu- 


tional revision, an opportunity was 
given to Georgia to do a job that 
has long been needed ‘and one 
that would have greatly benefitted 
the state. Had a thorough and 
detailed study been made, a blue- 
print that would have meant much 
to our state would have resulted. 
Such a document might not have 
passed the legislature in its en- 
tirety, but some of it would have 
been enacted into law and it would 
have provided a guide for future 
changes. 

The League of Women Voters 

will continue to advocate a com- 
plete revision of the Georgia con- 
stitution. 
' In the next two articles we shall 
discuss in detail some of the rec- 
ommendations which have already 
passed the commission.

U. S. Captures 
Road Junction, 
Nears Bologna 


By ELEANOR PACKARD. 


ROME, Oct, 3.—(UP)—Forward 
elements of Ameriacn troops push- 
ed today within 16 miles of Bo- 
logna and other units captured the 
highway junction of Bonghidor on 
the main road between Florence 
and the Po valley industrial cen- 
ter during a rainstorm that turned 
the Apennine mountainsides into 
a morass impassable even to tanks. 

A few hours of sunshine, the 
first in more than a week, ended 
abruptly with resumption of rain 
which maintained ayn _ intensity 
comparable to cloudbursts. Ajir- 
force activity along the front from 
the Adriatic to the Ligurian 
coasts was halted and mechanized 
equipment was bogged down on 
roads and mountain trails. 

To the east, on the Adriatic 
front, the flood-swollen Rubicon 
and Fiumicino rivers stopped all 
but meager patrol activity by 
Eighth Army Forces, and Allied 
forces there remained stagnated. 

German units, reinforced from 
less active sectors, continued their 
repeated efforts to dislodge the 
Americans who have held Mount 
Battaglia and Mount Cappella 
against a half-dozen fierce coun- 
terattacks. 

Fifth Army units captured Ca- 
soni di Romagna, within 16 miles 
of Bologna, and Indian troops on 
the right flank broke a stalemate 
at Marradi, on the Florence- 
Faenza highway, by the capture of 
Monte Cavallara, three miles to 
the east, and Monte L’Alto, a mile 
northwest of the town. British 
troops took a point five miles due 
north of Marradi, 15 air miles 
from Imola.

Warsaw Toll 
Set at 500,000 
As Fight Ends 


LONDON, Oct. 3.—(UP)—The 
Polish army’s battle for Warsaw 
came to an end last night when 
Lt. Gen. Tadeusz Komorowski 
(Gen. Bor) issued a _ cease-fire 
order to the remnants of his heroic 
underground legions, 

Moscow and Berlin reports said 
that' a part of Komorowski’s men 
tried to fight it out and hack their 
way through the German lines to 


* the Russian side of the Vistula 


river. Moscow said that some had 
succeeded: Berlin reported : later 
that all organized resistance had 
ended and that the remaining com- 
batants had been made prisoners. 


Polish government military 
headquarters here estimated that 
‘the tragic 63-day struggle, started 
when Komorowski summoned his 
patriots into the open as the Rus- 
rians approached Warsaw, had 
cost Warsaw, fighting men and 
civilians, “close to half a million” 
killed and upwards of 85 per cent 
of the city destroyed by shell and 
bomb. 

Komorowski’s fate was. not 
known—whether he had been 
made a prisoner or had escaped to 
reorganize resistance. However, 
the Moscow Poles, who had bitter- 
ly denounced him to the end, said 
he was not in Warsaw but was 
represented, at the capitulation, by 
one Col. Monter, and Berlin said 
that his staff officers did the ne- 
gotiating. 

Moscow Poles, first to announce 
the capitulation, said: 

“Leaders of the insurrection are 
liquidating it in the same way 
they started it—without any sort 
of consent from the side of the 
Polish troop command of the Red 
army.”

(Every salesman, teacher, ora- 
tor and parent should teach him- 
self to be proficient in the “re- 
wersible why” technique. It pays 
remarkable dividends, so add it 
to your list of good habits.) 


CASE D-269: Norman P., aged 
35, is salesmanager for a life in- 
surance company.- 

“One of my men took a course 
under you at Northwestern,” he 
said, “and mentioned your empha- 
sis on the ‘reversible why’ as an 
invaluable technique for every 
good salesman. 

“I wonder if you'd outline it at 
our sales convention, Dr. Crane?” 


DIAGNOSIS 

The “reversible why” is of great 
value not only to salesmen, but 
also to parents, teachers, and pub- 
lic speakers who conduct forum 
discussions after their main ad- 


You parents, for example, may 
me weary from the incessant 
“who, where, what, why, when 
and how” queries that your alert 
youngsters direct your way. 


An intelligent child will bubble 
over with such questions. The 
latter are an indirect measure of 
I. Q. or mental alertness. 


But a child can ask a question 
in a few seconds which may force 
you to ponder for several min- 
utes before you can concoct a 
Suitable answer. | 

Meanwhile, the child may have 
rambled onward with a dozen 
more queries before you reply to 
his first question. He may then 
be less interested and hence not 
give it the proper attention. 
THE “REVERSIBLE WHY” 

In order to give the parents or 
salesman a chance to “stall” for 
time, it is well to become skilful 
in the use of the “reversible why” 
technique. 

“Why did God make men and 
women?” your child may inquire. 

“That's a very good question, 
Billy,” you can praise the child, 
“but many people have wondered 
about the same thing. Why do 
you think he made men and wom- 
en?” 

Now you as the parent are dom- 
inating the interview. You are 
Waging an “offensive” instead of 
a “defensive” campaign in child 
education. 

Besides, you have a breathing 
space in which to collect your 
thoughts. Meanwhile, you are en- 
couraging your child to do some 
creative thinking. He may as- 
tound.you with a very shrewd an- 
sewer. 

In any case, however, he has 
paused on this problem long 
enough for it to register more 
definitely on his consciousness. 
Then when you deliver your su- 
perior answer, it will probably 
make a deeper impression. He 
hasn't raced onward through a 
dozen more intervening queries in 
the meanwhile. 

DOMINATING INTERVIEW 

In salesmanship it is vital that 
the good salesman dominate the 
interview. If he lets his prospect 
ask all the questions, and then 
tries frantically to keep up with 
the answers thereto, he is permit- 
ting the customer to dominate 
him. 

Thus, he is losing perspective 
and also becoming so preoccupied 
in hunting the right answers, that 
he grows relatively detached. He 
doesn't watch the prospect’s face 
for those fleeting changes of ex- 
pression that may indicate inter- 
est or distinterest. 

Instead, a star salesman should 
deftly pay. his customer a compli- 
ment and then try to turn the 
question back upon the latter. 

If you can get your customer 
to answering the questions, you 
dominate the interview and can 
elicit more data for sizing up his 
needs

Probably no other fruit has such 
wide use or is so adaptable as the 
apple. Many old-fashioned apple 
recipes are as popular today as 
they were with our forefathers, 
but new ones often appear, Apples 
a la mode, the dish pictured, is 
strictly speaking, a variation of 
apple pie a la mode.

Hauling In Shrimp 


SAPELO SOUND, VALONA, Ga., Oct. 3. 
As a sort of change of pace in this out- 


door jaunt, our party went down to the sea in a shrimp boat today. 
Hunter Watson, who’s in the Coast Guard, had a day off and invited 
us to go along for what he termed a short drag. The route to the 
ee big water was through the main inland water- 
way that runs from New York to Miami. 
I often had wondered how the shrimp- 
ers locate the schools. There’s a small 


net for the purpose. 
and hauled in frequently. 


It’s dropped over 
If the evidence 


is right the big net is let out. A haul 
usually lasts for an hour or more and a 
seven-bushel result is entirely satisfac- 


tory. 


Sometimes a haul produces a ton 


of horseshoe crabs which are absolutely 
worthless and mess up the nets. 
When Hunter Watson hauled in the big net 
. which operates on a sort of winch, it was most 
interesting to see what the net had snared. There were horseshoe 
crabs, the regular variety of crabs, small fish, a couple of large 
All’ these things are sorted from 


stingarees and some flounders. 


the shrimp, which are put in a cylindrical washing net. 


This net 


is dropped over the boat and the shrimp thoroughly washed. Back 
at the seafood company, they’re beheaded and again washed thor- 
oughly before being crated for shipment to New York. 
Georgians don’t get to enjoy the wonderful jumbo shrimp 
of the coastal region because it is simpler for the seafood 
dealers to ship directly to New York and the market is more 
stable, too. The shrimp Georgians eat comes mostly from 


Virginia and Louisiana.
